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ENCKE’S COMET. 


It Has Swung Into View and is Rusb- 


ing Towards the Son. 


RETURN OF A QUEER WANDERER OF 
THE SKIES. 


Erratic in Ite Movements it Has Upset’ 
Theeries and Pussie4 Astronomers fer 
Years—The Pericd of its Return Short- 
ened With Every Trip. ta 

Encke’s comet was sighted on its return to 
the sun by Prof. Cerulli,of Teramo, on the 


the 2d of this month and, as well as could be 

observed through the 130,000,000 miles that 

separated it from the earth, was apparently | 
in good conditien. In this respect it has be- 
haved much better than Blela’s notorious | 
comet which, on its return after a journey of | 
six and one-half years through space in 1846, 
de'iberately separated into two parts, which 
have ever since then been drifting farther | 


asunder, so that they formed two distinct | 
comets. 

This phenomenon has given rise to the 
doctrine, believed Dy many. that comets are 
animate beings which reproduce themse!ves 
by the process of division after the mannar 
of amoebae, and other animaicelae, found 
in «reat abundance in stagaant ponds. 

But, though Eneze's comet has never un- 
dergzone any such peculiar experience, it has 
nevertheless afforded astronomers a sensa- 
tion very nearly as exciting and far more 
puzzling. A certain star gaser of the name 
of Halley, aftera series of profound investi- 
gations, announced to the scientific world in 
1682 that g numder of comets, of which that 
which bears his name is one, travel in such 
orbits that they are bound to return to tne 
sun at stated intervals. These intervals 
varied, of course, aecording to the size of 
de orbit. 

in the case of Halley's comet, its period or 
time of revolution in its orbit, is seventy-six 
years, ard by looking back over the records 
of previous years, it was found thata bright 
comet, answering the description of Hal. 
ley’s, had been observed at regular inter. 
vals of seve ‘ty-six vears ever since 1066. Be. 
fore that time the records were not trust 
worthy. It was proved that all comets 
whose orbits were elliptical, were bound to 
return to the sun sooner or later. ' 


EXCKE’S (PREDICTION. 

Highly elated with the discovery of this 
principle, astronomers began to apply it to 
allthe comets which were known to travel 
in elliptical orbits, and in 1819 Prof. Encke 
announced that the comet discovered in Jau- 
vary, 1788, and which bears his name, was 
one of the periodical sort, and traveled 
around the sun once ia every three years and 


a half. This announcement. co 
one who had patiently investizated rie nate 
1 15 the truth, and the re- 
ome 
one ever since. — tec = 
utthe remarkable fact wa 
shortly afterits second predicted mannan 
thac the comet has been continually quick“ 
ening its speed and shortening its period at

the comet had come within the influence of 
the powerful attractive force of the immense 
lanets, Jupiter and Saturn, as has been’ 
rann proved to be the ease. a 
But“ Encke,s comet was evidently feeling 
an influence of anentirely different kina: 
The perturbations were not spasmodic, vut 
regular. The only reasonabie theory that 
could be advanced to account for this Dhe- 
nomenon was tuat the comet is traveling 
througa an interpianetary medium which

A planet is vastiy more dense than any 
comet, so that the resistance that would 
bring a comet to rest within a single year 


| would not seriously affect a body like our 


earth for centuries. The resisting medium, 
if it exists at all, must havea muc’: less re- 
tarding power than the dest vacuum that 
can be created by scientific means. If Prof. 


| Youneg’s theory is correct, there is some hope

WHY IT SHRINKS, 

In another respect Encke’s comet is con- 
spicuous among its fellows. It is a gen- 
eral rule that upon their approach to tue 
sun, comets’ heads undergo a remarkable 


contraction in size, in apparent confict with 
the law that ail bodles expand when sub- 
jected to intense heat. oir John Herschel 


nas explained this diminution on the ground 


that the change is optical rather than real, 
and that, when near the sun, a part of the 
cometary matter bec mes invisible, having 
been evaporated by the solar heat after the 
manner of a cloud of fog, 

in the case of Encké’s comet, this contrac- 
tion in the size of the nucleus is truly ex- 
traordinary. hen the comet first comes 
into sight at a distance, as above stated, of 
@bout 1%, 000, 0% miies it has a dlameter of 
nearly 300,00) miles, w Bich is about one-third 
as greatasthe diameter of the sun itself. 
When near its perinslioa, or nearest point to 
the sun, a distance of only 33,000,000 miles, its 
diameter sturinks to 12,000 or 14,000 miles, the 
volume then being less thau 1-10,000th of 
whatit was when first seen. As it recedes 
the diameter expands and assumes its origi- 
nal dimensions. Other comets exhibit a 
similar but usually less striking change, 

It is tuts remarkabie diminuation in size 
which makes it didicult to see Enckle’s 
comet oruvinarily with the unaided eye. At 
perihelion it should easily be seen witha 
Meld glass er a good opera-glass. ‘ihe pre- 
cise time of its nearest approach to tue san 
cannot be state l, as the orbit has not been 
accurately determined. It is growing con- 
stantly brighter, however, aud it may be 
seen to the best advantage in January.

The Free Library Board held its month- 
ly meeting at 2 o’clock p. m. yesterday, 
and those in attendance were: Il’resident 
O. L. Whitelaw, Mrs. C. I. Filley, Dr. 
Thos. O'Reilly. Prof. F. Louis Soldan, Ja- 
cob Furth and E. C. Rowsg. The only 
business transacted was the receipt and 
acceptance of reports. The Administra- 
tion Committee reported the donation of a 
beautiful portrait of Admiral Farragut, 
by Mr. George H. Morgan, Secretary of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. Ten persons pre- 
sented themselves as candidates for the 
competitive examination for apprentices, 
held a week ago. Three withdrew when 
they read the questions in history, lit- 
erature, general information and Ger- 
man, French and Latin. The others took 
the examination, and the successful ones 
were Miss Edith Simmons, residing at 4106

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FASTEST IN THE WORLD. 


The Terpede Beat Ericssen and the 
Wenders Ske Will Perfterm. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 10--Western people 


ought to feel proud of furnishing a tor- 
pedo boat to the navy which has guaran- 


‘teed her seaworthiness by making a trip 


of 3,600 .miles. The Ericsson has made 
history. She is the first modern war ves- 
sel built in interior waters for the navy 
and she is the first torpedo boat that has 
ever made a trip of 3,000 miles before her

A FIRE IN THE JAIL. 


The Desperate Fight That Wichigan 
Prisoners Had With the Flames. 


STANDISH, Mich., Nov. 10—Shortly be- 
fore last midnight the two prisoners con- 
fined in the outer cell, and the four more 
desperate criminals in the steel cell, saw 
a fire break out in the plank wall between 
them. They endeavored to put out the 
fire with their bare hands and the bedding 
in the cell. For nearly two hours they 
fought the fire as only men can who recog- 
nize that defeat means death. 

They called for assistance, but none 
came. Inch by inch they saw the fire 
gain on them, leap up to the floor above 
and into the Court-house, which was over 
the jail. 

The spectators called out. by the blazing 
building did not know for some time that 
any one was in danger, but when they did 
two brave fellows seized the keys from the 
jailor, who was too much of a coward tv 
go in himself, and rushing in unlocked the 
cells and dragged the prisoners out more 
dead than alive. Three of them were sev- 
erely burned about the face and hands, 
ang all of them insensible from the suf- 
focating smoke.

The greater part of the session will in all 
_ probability be confined to a exchange of 
cha fung over the results of the election, and 

the session will become memorabdie more on 
g@@count of talk than work. It is probable 
that next to nothing will be done before 
Christmas, and predictions are freely made 
that it will be difficult to obtain or maintain 
a quorum previous to Christmas. 

There are @isco those who predict that there 
will bea renewal of the agitation or the 
financial question. The starting of the bond 
question would depend upon the Adminis- 
tration, and there appears no reason far 
the suggestion that it will be revived except 
in the imaginations of those who would op- 
pose the measure if it should be breught in. 
There is littie doubt that the silver question 
will de raised in some form, but the 
probabilities are that there will be no 
serious united effort on the part of any 
considerable element to push silver to the 
front. The more general opinion is that 
silver will be reserved for the long session of 
Congress so as to make it an issue in the 

Presidential campaign in 1896. 

The Republican Committee still claims 256 
and possibly 258 seats, but on the face of the 
returns will have 248,as against 99 Democrats 
and 9 Populists, the datter including New- 
lands (Silver) of Nevada and five North Caro- 
lina members indorsed by the Republicans. 

In New Jersey the delegation was made 
solidly Republican by the election of T. Me- 
Kwan, R., instead of E. A. Stevens, D. 

To offset this the solid Republican delega- 
tion from Illinois is broken by late returns 
from the Sixteeath District, where Finis 
Downing BOW appears to have beaten Gen. 
Rinker after all by 51 votes. 

In Texas Noonan is the only Repablican 
sure of his seat, while the Populists have one, 
Gililleand, with a fighting chance for three 
— ia the Sixth, seventh and Eighth Dis- 
trict. 


SBWELL FOR SENATOR,

UPWARDS OF $3,090,000 BAGGED BY 
TAE INGEAIOUS SHARPERS. 


Ostensibly the Swindlers Were Heavy 
Dealers im Grain and Sugar—In Reality 
They Dealt Only in “Suackers’’—This 
Ceommen Commedity They Piayed 
Extensively—Seme Are in Jail and 
Others Are in Canada. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 10 —Prompted by a 
newspaper exposure, the police have raided 
the ‘‘Discretionary Pool’’ estabiishments, 
and there have been two weeks of great ex- 
citement, mobs surrounding closed doors, 
crying for their money. Thousands of per- 
sons of all degrees have been swindled out of 


a bout $3,000,000. 

For two years people have been depositing 
money with these brokers, to be used at 
thelr discretion, and have been receiving 
monthly dividends of fron 10 to 20 per cent. 
Every one paraded his good luck, resulting tc 
his friends and relatives investing. One 
firm has been paying these dividends for 
twenty-two months, There seemed jo be no 
endto the good thing. The managers gave 
only one explanation of their system, and 
that was that the large sum of money at 
their disposal enabled them to stay with the 
market no matter how great a fiuctuation 
and with theturning of the tidethey were 
bound to win. Elegantly furnished offices 
deluded a majority of the subscribers. 

The craze had been spreading for months 
when an afternoon paper on October 15 di- 
torially denounced the whole business as a 
fraud, claiming that John smith's deposits 
te-day were paying Tom Jones’ dividend 
of yesterday and backed its leader 
with the details of a thorough and 
well worked investigation in its local 


pages. Simultaneously the police began to 
act. A special meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce backed up the police, and the re- 
sultis the collapse of the pools, some pro- 
prietors in jall, others hiding in other cities 
and the doors closed. 

The only parallel case was found in 
Chicago a dozen years ago, -when not hear 
so much money was stolen, Dut three eon 
spirators skipred out with $600,000. Now 
that investigation ison, the officials of the 
telegraph companies announce that there 
were never any wires, and brokers detaltled 
by the police to examime the books of the 
concern find no traces of messages or cor- 
respondence or anything Which in the 
ordinary run of business leaves ei- 
dence of One 
young man tem 
porarily insane and is being watched to pre- 
vent his committing suicide, Many dufiding 
and loan associations were drawn on heart- 
ly to reinvest in the pools, and itis said 
many people mortgaged their, homes to get 
money to lose in the swindle. 

William Brown, aced 74, lost $200, his all, 
which he had accumulated for his burial. 
Offiee boys, who earned a few dollars a # 
contributed thelr mites. ‘ 

One of the largest pools had a standing 
advertisement in 120 dally and weekly papers 
throughout Pennsylvania, Ono and Nest 
Virginia. The manager of one pool which 
had $150,000 on deposit, has forfeited his bat! 
and cannot be located. His relatives are 
rich and are sald to have tried to bribe the 
prosecutrix in the case, while the hearing 
was going in the Central Police Station. The 
police witnessed it, and threatened to have 
her arrested for compounding a felony if she 
withdrew the charge. 

It has been discovered that under the State 
lawevery deposttor 1s lable for the pools’ 
dodts to the fall amount of his property. 
The concerns are not incorporated, aud 
President Kelly of the Chamber of (ommerce 
says this information will be unpleasant 
news to many otherwise shrewd business 
men who were tempted by the big dividends. 
One paper says it is even intimated that 
members of the chamber were swindied. 
The original pool suspended last week after 
a four days’ run, an unknown but large sum 
being paid out, the proprtetor not taking 
advantage of the i thirty-day notice, 
or attempting to enforce it. This 
concera never payed less than 
10 per cent per mont and was supposed to 
have $2,000,000 om deposit. The propristor 
claims to have speculated on wheat alone,

Al Wagenman’s PFPlurality Cat Down

At 10:80 last night the final additions of the 
Official returns were completed inthe office 
of the Recorder of Voters, and the few tired 
candidates Who waited to copy them took 
the figures down and left the Recorder in 
peace. The “ footings agreed in all 
cases with their own, ana in 
most cases with those of the newspaper 
accountants who footed up the police re- 
turns on Tuesday night. Judge-elect P. R. 
Filtcraft, the official representative of the 
Republican party, expressed himself as be- 
ing perfectly satisfied with all that had been 
done. The Recorder's dig seal was 
brought out and its impress taken 
on every page of figures in the four 
big books and then the Recorder’s copy ofr 
the returns was placedin the safe along 
with the poll books in which the returns 
had been originally entered by the judges and 
clerks of eleetion. That was the final scene 
in the long comedy drama that has been 
playing for four months on the local 
political stage. Whatever happens 
now to make or unmake candidates 
will not be part of a political campaign, but 
of the records of the State Courts. The can- 
didate who would know what the ballots 
ha ve to reveal that ts not shown by the elec- 
tion judges’ figures, must swear open the 
boxes, the Recorder of Voters must set 
Gown with twosworn officers of the Court, 
and the secret count must be made in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution. 

This official count has contained but few 
surprises for anyone. Al J. Wagenmann, 
Republicun candidate for Clerk of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, started into the 
count with an apparent plurality over Bu- 
hartz, Democrat, of 189 votes. He came out 
of it with 182 £=plurality and still 
has little fear that he will be requiaed to de- 
fend the contest. Dr. Walter J. Wait, 
Republican candidate for Coroner, was less 
fortunate. He was only 9 behind Atkinson, 
Dem., according to the unofficial footings, 
but in the course of the canvass the gap was 
increased to 556.

The people may become as displeased with 
the Republicans before many years, and aa 
minister to them as crushing a defeat as they 
administered to the Demoerats this year. I 
would certainly not attempt to foreeast what 
1 to come of this revolution. The people 
punished the Republicans in 1890 and 1892, anc 
now they have changed. To say they cannot 
orarenotlikely to turn Dack again is to 
make a stronger statement thas I would 
care to venture. I do not 
regard the present result as an indorsement 
of the McKinley bill or a demand on the part 
ofthe people for radical tariff legislation. 
There will undoudtedly be some members 
who will regard it as such, but I hardly be- 
lieve the party will enter into extreme legis- 
lation ofthis kind. Of course they cannot 
do it during the next session of Congress be- 
cause they will know the President would 
not allow anything of that nature to beeome 
a law, and the effort would prove fruitless. 
I would not favor any great increase of 
duties.

CALIFORNIA’S OONTEST. 


It Will Bequire the Official Count to De- 
elde the Election. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. Nov. 10.—The close of 
the election week finds the politicians and 
the public generally in California very much 
at sea in regard to the result of the 


rnatortal elections inthis state. What 
oy at first supposed to be a decide 
victory for Budd, tne Democratic candidate, 
has now developed into a questionof very 
serious doubt, and theofficial canvags will 
probabl be left to decide the con- 
test ween Budd and his oppo- 
nent, Estee. During the last twenty- 
four hours there as been a great 
reduction in Budd’s plurality. and with the 
receipt of election returns from almost every 
coanty he suffers the loss ofa few votes. 
There are 2,274 election precincts in the 
State, and when returas had been re- 
ceived from 1,600 ort them, Budd apparently 
hada safe plurality of over 2,000 and his 
election was conceded practically by every 
one. The situation has changed since then, 
however, and now, with 2,068 precincts 
heard from, his plurality has dwindled 
to 500. In the meantime the Democratic 
State Central Committee is claiming Buda’s 
plurality in the city of San Francisco will be 
800 in excess of 1,100, which had been gener- 
ally accepted forthe the lastday or so. If 
this claim be corrett, ithen Rudd's 
plerality now is 1,000 with over 200 
recincts in the State to be heard from. 
here is a prospect now that if Buda is de- 
clared elected after the official Canvass next 
week, the Republicans will contest it and 
carry the matter to the Legislature, which 
is strongly Republican. So ar as 
the remainder of the State ticket is con- 
cerned the Republicans have Carried practi- 
cally everything and have also elected six of 
the seven congressmen.

Does train robbing pay?“ 

I asked this Question of Mr, Grover B. 
Simpson, Superintendent of the Wells-Farzo 
—Express Co. Ihad no serious intention of 
going into the bulsiness, but we had been 
Gowninthe Indian Territory, hunting for 
the Bill Cook band of outlaws, and on 
our way home, having the smoking com- 
partment ofthe sleeper practically to our- 
pelves, Mr. Simpson had been entertaining 
me with stories of train robbers. He has 
been with the Wells-Fargo company fer 
eighteen years, most of the time on the fron- 
tier, and he has personally directed the pur- 
Suit of many of the most desperate outlaw

bands who are professionally engaged in 
plundering the treasure boxes of the express 
eom pany. 

In his eapacity as fuperintendent of the | 
Et. Louis District, Mr. Simpson has charge of 
the company’s bubinuess in Missouri, Artan- 
sas, Indian Territory and Texas, and it is in 
his territory that many of the most daring 
train robberies of recent years have been 
perpetrated. When a train robbery takes 
place he doesn’t walt for his special officers 
torun down the robbers, but gets out him- 
self, personally organizes pursuing posses, 
and sometimes spends days and nights in 
the saddle with a Wiachester slung across 
his shoulder. Heisacrack shot, and many 
a flecing bandit has felt the sting of the 
bullet that came from his gun. 

No. train robbing is not a profltahie busi- 
ness, said Mr. Simpson, in reply to my 
question, ‘‘andif you'll take the advice of 
one who knows a great abont it you will con- 
fine your exploits in that direction to writing 
stories about the other fellows. Few men 
have ever taken part inatrain robbery who 
were noteither speedily killed or captured, 
and it is very seldom that the company does 
not recover a good share of the money they 
steal. Let me give you from my note booka 
few statistics: 


During a period of eighteen years, the 
Wells-Fargo Co. had 313 stage robberies, 34 
attempted stage robberies, 23 burglaries, 4 
train robberies and 4 attempted train rob- 
Derles. Ihe total amount of money stolen 
was $450,000, and ths company expended 
$550,000 In prosecutions and rewards. Sixteen 
robbers were Killed while engaged in holding 
up Our trains and coaches or while resistin 
arrest and 830 were captured, of whom 2 
were convicted and sent to the penitentiary, 
some for life and nearly all for terms of from 
fifteen to thirty years. 

ln my immediate territory there 
have been a great many rob- 
Deries, and yet our losses, so far as the 
amount of plunder taken by the robbers is 
concerned, amount to practically almost 
nothing. Take this Cook gamg, for instance, 
one of the most desperate and reekiess that 
we have ever bad to deal with, and yet the 
total amount of money they have got from 
us would searcely pay a month’s board for 
Bill Cook alone at any first-class hotel. 
What makes them expensive is the money 
they cost us through ourefforts to capture 
them. Of course we are compelled to ex- 
terminate them as speedily as we can, for so 
long as they are loose the lives of our mes- 
sengers are in periland we are liable at any 
time to suffer enormous loss at their

Mr. Simpson, during the long hours we 
wereon the train coming to st. Louis, told 
me some very entertaipging stories of train 
robberies and I will endeavor to repent them 
as nearly as I can remember: 


The most scientific train robber! have ever 
known and also the most successful was a 
Jexas outlaw named Brack Cornett. I am 

lad to say he is now dead, 
For he Wak the most heartless 
and zinhuman robber of them all, a per. 
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fect devil, rough, brutal and erdel. Haman 
Aife-was.no more io him than the life of a yel-

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years ago he was convicted of some cri 
Texas and sent to the penitentiary” 
Texas convicts are leased out in gangs, and 
Cornettin some manner escaped. The im. 
pudent nerve the fellow possessed you will 
readity understand when I tell you that not 
long after he made his escape he disguised 
himself and returned tothe Chala -gang from 
which he had escaped and got employmont 
as a guard over the other prisoners. it was 
probably nothing but a spirit of dare -deyii. 
ism that prompted him to do this, for he 
must have known that he could not long re 
main in that position among so many who 
knew him without being recognized. In fact 
it was not more than two weeks before his 
identity was discovered. They tried to take 
him, But he stood them off with his Wiacnes.- 
terand got away. : 

About the middie of May, in 1887, a short 
time after he made his second escape from 
the chain gang, he came to the front as the 
Je der of aa outlaw band and was known as 
Capt. Dick. His associates were nearly all 
escaped eriminals, inured to all kinds of 
ceviltry, ready atalltimes to plunder and 
murder, defying the law and hating every 
man who attempted to enforce it. Bill 
Whitley, a noted desperado and famous for 
the number of men he had killed, was 
Cornett’s chief leutenant, the otters being 
John Barber, Ed Reeves and Bud Powell. 

Their first train robbery was at McNeill, 
Tex., where they rode into town one even- 
ing, robbed the depot agent andall of the 
passengers. who were waitingto take the 
train, and when thetrain camealong they 
detained it iongenough to plunder the ex- 
press carand the rest of the passengers. A 
month later, on June 18. 187, they 
held up and robbed the southern Pa- 
cific train at Fiatonia. The train was 
pulling out of the station a little after mid- 
nightand was just getting under way when 
a man sprang upon the engine and fed in a 
heap upon the cal pile in the tender. The 
engineer thought it was some drunken fellow 
who wanted to get a free ride, Dut was soon 
unneceived,for the man staggered to his feet 
and leveled a big six-shooter at the engineer 
and fireman, et the same time calling out in 
a loud voice, Stop ber; stop er, or I' 
blow your head orf. 

The man was Brack Cornett. Ina minute 
another man sprang upon the engine from 
the opposite side. tHe was Bill Whitley. The 
pian bad been for the two robbers to board 
the engine at the same time, but 
they waited uuth it was going 
too fast and White had been wunavie 
to make it. ‘They ordered the engineer to 
pull down the track until he would come toa 
Diaging bonfire and then stop. The order 
was obeyed and the other three outlaws 
Doarded the train. Alittle way beyond was 
a Aigh trestie and the engineer, with a couple 
of Winchesters pressed uncomfortably close 
to his head , was told to stop the train on the

The fire- 
man quickiy obeyed but the engineer was a 
big, fleshy fellow who eoulda’t move very 
fast and ia trying to get Back he got tangled 
up with a cattie guard that was made of 
wire fencing. ‘ornett didn’t give him much 
chance to extricate himself, but got behind 
h'm and proded him with the barrel of his 
rife and in the struggie the fence for- 
tunately gave way and let him through. 

Corrmett and his companions then turned 
their attention to the express car. Hammer- 
ing on the door with the butts of their guns, 
trey loudly commanded the messenger to 
open and let them in. M. E. Folger was tue 
messenger, and he kept them waiting out- 
side long enough to enable himto open the 
safe and thrust the money packages under 
the stove. By this time the robbers were 
firing bullets through the doer from their 
Winchesters and threatening to dump the 
car down the embankment if the door was 
not opened. When Folger at last untastened 
the @oor Cornett strode into the car at the 
head of his band, and his ürst move was to 
smash the messenger over the head with the 
butt of his revolver.

on and after Jan, 1, 1895, there will be but 
mins Justices of the Peace in the City of st. 


Louis. This isin putsuance of what is gen- 
erally known as the Devoy law, which goes 


into effect on that date and under the terms 


of whichthe new justices were elected on 
Tuesday last. 

The new law limits the number of justices 
ie the city at present to nine and increases 
their jurisdiction from $3800 to all cases where 
the amount involved is $500 or less. Of 
eourse, there are certain exceptions to thig, 
as where the title to real estate ora copstite- 
tional question is involved, as under the old 
law. 

These nine new justices, Rowever, will be 
looked upon as the judges of the people- at- 
large in all minor disputes growing out of 
property rights, contracts, civil wrongs and 
injuries. ; 

When large contracts between e€orpora- 
tions and individuals are in dispute or heavy 
G@emages are sought for personal injurfes or 
wrongs the Circuit Courts will, as hereto- 
fore, continue to have exclusive jurisdiction. 

In other words, the judicial importance of 
the Justices of the Peace bas been iacreased, 
and their dignity proportionately raised as 
parts of the State and municipal judiciary. 
The justices under the new law receive a 
salary of $2,500 each per annum, besides cer- 
tain fees and perquisites, which may raise 
some of the salaries to $3,000. They are each 
entitied toappoint one clerk ata salary of 
$1,200 per annum, and have a janitor at $600 
per annum. ä 

Attached to each Justiee’s court is one 
Constable whose salary is fixed at $1,800 per 
annum and de is allowed toappoin: two 
Gepaties at salaries of $75 each per moatn. 

In additior to his salary the Constable also 
bas certain fees and perquisites which will 
make kis office worth more than a Justice- 
ship.

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Judge Frank M. Kleiber.

Some of the Gall and the 
Sweetness of the Campaign. 


STONE’S DISCOURTESY TO FRANCIS.

Col. Ed Butler walked into the office of one 
of the most prominent candidates upon the 
Democratic tieket two days after the econ- 
vention, and giancipng around upon the 
assem>ied ‘‘workers,’’ aii waiting for an 
audience with a man whom they supposed 
had a roll and was asxious to spend it for 
the office, remarked: ‘*‘Every one of those 
ducks has the town by the collar—they can 
all carry it for a $10 note, amd then the ob- 
servant Colonel proceeded to monopolize the 
candidate himself and to inatract him Bot to 
ne bled—exeept by the proper people. 

This incident, thoroughly characteristic, 
happened under the notice of a dozen men, 
including the writer, and fitly Ulustrates the 
spirit in which workers meet candidates anc 
each other. It so happened that the caudt- 
date was a man popularly looked upon as 
over-anxious for ofiee gaa to be so Very un- 
skilled in vote-gettingas to be an easy mark 
for the self-appointed and in most 
cases self-styled organizers of precipcts 
and wards. How much the gentle- 
man in question really gave up “is 
known accurately only to himself and his 
banker, but certain itis that his office was 
haunted throughout the campaign during 
hours seasonabie and otherwise, by more or 
less cleanly ond reputable-looking brokers 
in the divine right of suffrage, each one of 
whom could give ample assurance—by word 
of mouth—that he could secure the indorse- 
ment of this or that political, social or indus- 
trial organisation fora $10 mote. And the 
palpable hopelessness of au undertaking so 
vast with capital so insignificant very often 
falls to appeal to the over-anxious Candidate 
until he has parted with enough money in 
such sums te really set up a doabtful ward in 
good shape—and then, as like as not—he has 
reached bis limit under the corrupt prac- 
tices act, or has no more funds to waste. 

Said Candidate Wagenman, who knows, if 
any Maa in St. Louts knows, howto conduct 
a personal canvass 
Ita mas comes to me and says he can 
carry this or thet ward with 25 or even $50, I 
set him down asa fake, and will have noth- 
ing to do with bim. If I gave him tke 
money I should expect him to pay a 
grocery billof nis own, or get him an over- 
coat. Oertainily, I never would e- 
pect him to spend a 5 cent piece of it in poli- 
tical organization, But if he came to me and 
said: bu can organize this ward with 
$250,’ and then take a pencil and figure out

Brazil's Fetes aud Festivals in Honor of 
Hie Inauguration. 


Rro pe JANEIRO, Nov. 10.—Throeghout 
Brazil have been begun the fetes and fes- 
tivals in honor of the inauguration ofa new 
President on Thursday next. The occasion 
is much like the quadrennial inauguration of 
a President of the United States, except that 
the festivities extend over five days and con- 
clude with the formal swearing in ofthe 
new chief Executive, 

The present inauguration hes special sig- 
nificance, as it is the first induction ofa 
President elected by the people since Brazil 
put aside Monarchy and became repablic. 
1 he first President after Dom Pedro’s abdi- 
cation was chosen by Congress and, on his 
death, the Vice-President, Piexoto, suc- 
ceeded tothe Presideacy and has adminis. 
tered the office up to this time. 

There have ‘een critics of Brazil’s depart- 
ure from monarchy to republicanism who 
have prophesied that she wouid follow the 
course Of other southern republics in per- 

tuatingthe presidents. But this has not 
en realized. On the contrary, an election 
was held last March, at a time when 5razil 
was convulsed with the revolution by Ad.

SPORT AT MR. COON’S EXPENSE. 


ie a for the N PosT-DISPATOH. 
coon-hunt ndturally suggests to the 
mind of the average reader an old darkey 
or two, some mongrel curs, a very long 
hunt and very small game. Missouri 
abounds in coons and all over the State 
coor-hunting is a favorite pastime, but one 
need not go far to join in it. St. Louis 
County witnesses many a one. 

Every night from now until the sharp 
winter weather sets in sees one or more 
parties afield with hounds and clubs. 
Anywhere from two to twenty can go on 
a hunt, and seldom less than six make up 
the party. 

A day or two before the night set for the 
hunt word is passed around to the lucky 
men chosen to take part. At about 7 
o’clock, soon after dark, several set out 
from the cdon-hunter’s house, each car- 
rying a short cudgel and some having lant- 
erns. Every one who knows anything of 
the sport wears his oldest clothes, and the 
novice who doesn’t soon wishes he had. 

Corduroys and sweaters are the popular 
rig, and rubber hip boots are desirable. 
No fire-arms are carried, except a single 
pistol, belonging to the professional, who 
climbs the trees. In case of any ugly cus- 
tomer he finds it convenient to have some 
such thing along. It is considered bad 
form to shoot a coon. The dogs are to be 
allowed. to kill it, unless it is too lively or 
too big, when clubs may be used. 

Generally at each cross-road one or two 
dark figures will shoot out from the shad- 
ows and prove to be other members of the 
hunt. At last the party, now complete, 
prepares for work. The “profesh” un- 
buckles his climbing irons and gets chem 
ready for use, loads his “tickler’ and 
beckons to the dogs to hie on!“ 

Down a winding country lane the chase 
leads, the old dog and the pup hunting 
the ground on each side very thoroughly. 
The road slopes down towards the marsh- 
lands. The raccoon, although he does not 
always make his home in low ground, al- 
ways makes the hype and bog meadows 
his feeding grounds. s soon as the dusk 
settles over the woods he leaves his den 
in some hollow tree and starts creekward 
for a drink. 

They seldom move about by day, and it 
is supposed that by night they grow very 
thirsty. The too, by the water’s edge 
they find frtgs and lizards, moles and 
other delicacies with which they love to 
vary their every day diet of acorns and 
persimmons. So the hunt always leads to 
the low lands at once. 

Long before the good ground is reached 
a shrill, sharp — * breaks out far ahead. 
A scrambling run of thirty yards or more 
brings the crowd to a stunted oak, at the 
roots of which stand the two dogs. With 
forepaws reaching up and scratching the 
bark they fill the woods with their yelps. 
Lanterns are lighted and a powerful bull’s- 
eye sends its searching rays along the up- 
per limbs. 0 

JThave him!’ yells one of the rest, peer- 
ing up where is described a dark lump in 
a crotch, and in the center of the lump two 
eyes that glow like coals of fire in the dark- 
ness. The “profesh’’ mutters: May be a 
cat,“ and proceeds to stone the object. No 
motion can be observed. If it had been a 
cat it would have dodged and sought a dif- 
ferent spot. 

The climbing trons are strapped on, and 
with felt hat pulled down well over his 
eyes, the hunter begins his climb. When 
he is half-way up a snarl from the boughs 
above check him for a moment. Then he 
reaches up, takes another step and the 
coon retréats along the branch. A sharp 
— and down tumbles the snapping vic- 

m. 

Before he strikes the ground the pup,is 
on him, and the old dog joins in the fray. 
For a few moments the air is full of coon 
and dog, so mad and so mixed that any in- 
terference without hurting the dog is im- 
possible. The dead leaves whirl and fur 
flies, and then comes a scientific neck twist 
by the old hound that finishes the fight. 

The game is slung to shoulder and the 
band moves on, over the rail fence into 
the boggy woods. Right across country 
the way leads up the ridges of sumach 
and osage orange that slap one in the face 
and down into the thickest of alder and 
willows and waving reeds. In the dark- 
ness the commonest objects of the woods 
take on a weird new appearance. Great 
nodding clusters of golden-rod in the marsh 
openings, five or six feet high, glisten like 
silver in the lantern-light, when the hunt- 
ers pause to discuss the lay of the land. The 
trees seem twice their ordinary height, and 
distances and directions are easily lost. 

A halt is called to give the hounds time 
to thoroughly quarter the ground and 
thrash across every briar path. 

Somebody starts a fire among the dry 
leaves, and by poking with the clubs now 
and then a big cheery blaze is kept going, 
by which the group sit and tell stories in 
low voices and play tricks on the unwary. 
Red pepper on the fire, snuff thrown in 
one’s face, fires started under one's legs, 
and a score of other devices keep things 
merry. If no trail is struek the dogs come 
in panting after a few minutes and look at 
their master for new orders. 

Unless the hounds strike the scent within 
fift minutes after the coon it grows cold 
and fs lost. Several shallow brooks have to 
be crossed, and those who wear boots ferry 
the others. It is well never to let a man 
who has a grudge against yow be one of the 
ferrymen, for a ducking on a November 
night is a chilly affair. The next coon may 
be tr ar out in marshy grounds. By 
lantern-light the hunters must leap m 
tussock to tussock, and to slip means to 
sink to the knees in the mire. In the ex- 
citement no one would stop to help you out, 
and worst of all, you might not be in at 
the death. 

Now and again during the season a party 
will corner a large, energetic pole-cat, and 
that ends the hunt. The dogs once sprayed 
with this offensive and defensive fluid turn 
stomach-sick, and are of no further use for 
several days. Then, too, the men who 
cro too close occasionally come in for a 
share of the perfume. 

The apple orchard generally yields a fat 
coon or two, and wild grape-vines and nut- 
trees are favorite haunts. Water is no bar 
to Mr. Coon’s progress, for he is a fine 
swimmer, and frequently crosses a stream 
or floats down to throw the dogs off the 
scent. He will paddle off to a tree sur- 
rounded by water, and there take shelter, 
and only the keenest-nosed beagle or fox- 
hound will ever sniff out his hiding-place. 

Barbed wire fences and ditches are the 
most dangerous foes of the coon-hunter.

In the year 1844 the First Evangelical Lu- 
theran Trinity congregation engaged and 
fitted up a room in the old St. Louis Garden, 
then at Sixth and Franklin avenue, to de used 
as a school-room for the children of members 
residing in the northern part of the city and 
Cantor Ruenger devoted half of his time to 
the educational work of the sew school until 
in 1847, when the first teacher, Mr. Fiessa, 
took charge. At this time the members re- 
siding in the northern part Of the city organ- 
ized at the Emanuel Congregation and on 
June 1, 1847, work was commenced on the 
new Emanuel Charchk at Eleventh and 
Franklin avenue, of which the Rev. J. F. W. 
Buenger (Geceased) was the first pastor, 


and in the sprinw of the following year the 
church was dedicated. The school rooms 
were then arranged in the basement of the 
church, and the scholars’ were taught by 
Messrs. Ulrich and Vokening. After sixteen 
years this edifice was destroyed by fre and 
oniy the bare walls remained. Temporarily 
a roof was bulit over the walls and the 
structure used for overtwo years, when the 
beautiful building now situated at the souta- 
west corner ot Fifteenth and Morgan streets 
waserected and dedicate”. Shortly alter- 
wards a new school buildlag was also 
erecied adjoining the church tothe west. 
This bullding is a two-story structure, 6)x45, 
in which there are four large rooms, the 
seating capacity of which is for about 400 
scholars. Ihe present teachers of the 
Emanuel School are Messrs. J. D. Schuer- 
mann, G. scbumacher and C. Appel, who 
are al present educating over 150 pupils.

many counties report picking as closed and 
considerable improvement in the crop over 
the indications for October, The average 
estimate for the State of Loulsiama is re- 
ported as raised because of the favorable 
weather for pieking during October,

WHAT HE WROTE OF WIKES BOOTH. 


Written for tue SUNDAY POsST-DISPATCH. 

It is a most interesting book that Edwin 
Booth’s daughter has made about her hon - 
ored and @istinguished father. 3 

If the book has @ fault it is that uu is al- 
most too personal, Not, perhaps, too per- 
sonal for the reader's enjoyment of it, but 
at the same time one almost feels like an in ; 
truder in reading some of Mr. Booth’s let- 
ters about his wife, before their marriage 
and after her death. It ts quite plain that 
they were, never intended for publication, 
but in giving them to the world his daughter 
has evidently been influenced by most filial 
and worthy motives. _ 

Although Edwin Booth was perhaps the 
most popular of American actors, at the 
same time he had enemies who had it in their 
power to throw mud upon him from the high- 
ways. Thisthey did with unsparing hand 
and caused the gentle actor an amount of 
pain that even they could not have foreseen. 
His daughter evidently intends these letters, 
which reveal the beauty of her father’s char- 
acter, as a refutation of the slanders that 
followed him through. life, 

The book is prefaced. by Mrs. Grossmann ’s 
recollections of her father, which began with 
the saddest years of his life—those following 
immediately upoa the death of her mother, 
Mary Devlin Booth, who died in her 23d year, 
after a shor; but happy married life. 

it was long, she says, before she could 
thoroughly dissociate him from the char- 
acter of Hamlet, it seemed so entirely a part 
ot himself. Indeed, in that impersonation, 
she thinks, his conflaed nature and pent-up 
sorrows found vent. He told her that the 
Pillosophy of Hamlet had taught him to 
dear life's vicissitudes. 

HIS DOMESTIC TRAITS. 
Ot the character of her father Mrs. Gross- 
mann says: 

„He was essentially paternal and purely 
domestic, and these qualities were never 
tarnished by public favor or worldly praise, 
In the home he was at his best among his 
favorite pipes aad books anc surrounded by 
hie Lares and Penates. He loved personally 


to arrange the furaishings of his home, and 
carefully studied its merest details. He had 
a woman's taste, and his artistic touch was 
everywhere evident. His delight in adorn- 
ing tue home never led him into extravagant 
Gisplay, for his tastes were always simple 
and ke had no care for ostentation. 

„With beyish enthusiasm he enjoyed 
every detall of farm lite, and loved nothing 
better than to watch the growth of the trees 
he himself had planted. His love of anl-

sion. 

He even bore the discomfort of travel, both 
at hotels and provincial theaters, without a 
murmur. Only once in all his varied experi- 
ence did his wardrobe fall to arrive ia time 
fora performance. His daughter was pres- 
ent on this occasion and wondered at his 
ability to render the part so gracefully in 
citizen’s attire. 

Mrs. Grossmann says that she das often 
been asked what was her father’s favorite 
character. The question was a difficult one 
for him to answer. He was, she says, un- 
doubtedly more in sympathy with the char- 
acter of Hamlet, whic.: Was generally ac- 
cepted as his masterpféee, but I have heard 
Him say that it was not the character he 
mostenjoyed acting.

HIS DEEPEST GRIEF. 

The latter part of this book is devoted to 
letters written by. Booth to his frieads. Those 
to General, then Captain, Adam Badeau, 
written just before the death of his wife, 
Edwina’s mother, are most touching in their 
grier and desolation.

1 Know not where 
to turn, how to direct the deserted vessel 
now. my child cam sever fill her piace, for 
she was my child, my daby- wife.

Capt. Otis T. Irons of St. Louts is a vet- 
eran river man of the “old-time” river days, 
when the Mississippi and its tributaries 
were the great main channels of traffic for 
all the Valley States. In the thirty odd 
years of his service on the river Capt. 
Irons “ran” on many different boats, all 
well known in those times, and notably in 
ante-bellum days on such craft as the En- 
yoy, the Audubon, the Editor, the Belfast, 
the Rocket and the Katie Bruner,all names 
suggestive of the „golden age“ of steam- 


boating. He followed his calling on the 
boats named along the Lower Mississippi, 
the Tennessee, the Cumberland, the Red 
and the Black Rivers, and only abandoned 
steamboating when, in 1880, a serious 
trouble with his eyes rendered such aban- 
donment imperative. He is, therefore, well 


entitled to be classed as a veteran of those 
_ picturesque river times that now promise 


to live only in song and story for the con- 


templative study of/future generations. 


In addition to his ordinary experience as 
m river captain, however, Capt. Irons had 
some interesting share in the war be- 
tween the States. From 1861 to 1865 he was 
in command of Government transports on

All this, however, which came after 
Vicksburg surrendered, was the pleasant 
side of our experience on board the Pringle. 
The perilous days were before the surren- 
der, when we were making our ‘trips be- 
tween Cairo and the Union army outside 
of Vicksburg. Each trip was a genuine 
running of the gauntlet, for we were fre- 
quently fired upon by skirmishers or bush- 
whackers from the shore, and many win- 
dows were shot out as we ran along 
under this fire. On one trip I remember we 
were transporting the 4th Iowa Regiment 
from Cairo to take part in the operations 
around Vicksburg. his was a raw regi- 
ment, newly mustered in, and had never 
seen service. But its officers and men were 
feeling good at the prospect of going to the 
front, and on the trip they began to rally 
me about the supposed danger of being fired 
into from the banks, 

Where are your Johnny Rebs, Captain?“ 
they kept crying. ‘“‘We. understood the 
were thick as flies between Cairo and 
Vicksburg. Why don’t you trot out some o 
them, so's we can see em?“ 

I didn’t say very much, and they chaffed 
me more and more. At last one of the of- 
ficers said: 

Captain, I must see a Reb. I'll tell you 
what I'll do; I'll give you % if you show me 
just one.

THE NEW BOOK ABOUT SUICIDES.

The war in the East has furnished a re- 
markable example of suicide on a grand 
scale, which well illustrates the fatalist 
traits of the Oriental character. When 
the Kow Shing was brought to a stand-still 
by a Japanese man-of-war the thousands 
ot Chinamen on board refused to permit 
the officers to leave the ship. ‘ 
They threatened to shoot the officers if 
the ship was surrendered, although in the 
latter case the lives of all would have been 
saved. The KoW Shing, was a transport 
ship without any means of defense, and 
when she took up this peculiar and obsti- 
nate attitude, refusing to surrender and 


neither attempting to fight nor run away, 
the 2 sent her to the bottom and 
— as many of her passengers as was 
possible. 

When floating in the water after the ship 
went down hundreds of the Chinamen re- 
fused offers of assistance and 8 
sank. This is the bi t suicide club on 
vecord. More than a thousand, it is said, 
lost their lives. 

Robert.Louis Stevenson has presented the 
Reute of a suicide club, but that was a 
ittle close corporation of a few dozen 
members. A somewhat similar organiza- 
tion, however, was recently discovered in 
the Roumanian Military School at Crajova. 
After five of the cadets had committed sui- 
cide by shooting themselves with revol- 
vers, an official inquiry disclosed the fact 
that there was among them a suicide, club 
with nineteen members. 

The five cadets who had killed themselves 
did so in accordance with the rules of the 
society. The members were bound by 
fearful oaths, and when the name of a 
member was drawn by lot he was required 
to immediately kill himself. 

It be remembered that the suicide of 

. B. Moorehead, the theatrical manager, 
in New York, in October, 1892, disclosed the 
existence of a suicide club. He Had left a 
note addressed to the Coroner, saying: 
| “Déar Sir—I have committed suicide as 
per club. Please give a verdict to such 


ect. 

The physiological and sociological as- 
pom of suicide have now been considered 

y Dr. S. A. K. Strahan, who has published 
a book op the. subject, containing much 
curious information. Tt reports a case 
which happened at Manchester in England, 
of a bridegroom who shot himself at his 
wedding breakfast, apparently from a 
mere artistic appreciation of a dramatic 
contrast 

Another recent Instance is that of the ill- 
fated Wilson party who kept the last shot 
in their revolvers for themselves and used 
it when the savage Matabeles at last broke 
into their circle. 

But a more extraordinary case was that 
of a well-known literary man dying from a 
lingering disease who terminated his suf- 
ferings by shooting himself. His wife, who 
was devoted tom, and who was pr nt 
when he committed the act, was asked at 
the inquest whether she could not have 
prevented It. 

She replied that she could, but that she 
would have considered herself a contempt- 
ible coward had she done so. She also 
stated that at his request she had removed 
her husband’s false teeth preparatory to 
his shooting himself through the palate. 
The woman, under the law, might have 
— indicted for murder, but thfs was not 
one. 
It is estimated that only about half the 
cases of suicide ever yet reported as 
such. Criminals are of all classes the most 


Of all philosophers who have written es- 
Says on thespropriety of suicide only one 
ever acted on his own advice. 

Spring is the fashionable season for sui- 
cide, as it is also for love. More le 
kill themselves by day than by night. Snui- 
cides also prefer the early part of the 
week, month or year, and of all the days 
in the year the first Monday of May is that 
upon which most suicides occur. 

Men will kill themselves two or three 
times more frequently than women, except 
in Spain, where self-destruction is common 
among women. Men in committing suicide 
are not supposed to do ft so artistically as 
women and not a few make a bungie of the 
first attempt. Of a man who made v- 
eral futile attempts to commit suicide it 
has been said that he could not kill him- 
self to save his life.

They are handed over with other 
non-private matter to a clerk who looks 
them over and destroys them at leisure. 
However, if one of them seems to be of an 
unusual character it may be put on what 
is called the “crank file.” Most of the 
cranky communications addressed to the 
President are from harmless religious ma- 
niacs, some of them in asylums. 
DETECTIVES AT GRAY GABLES. 
Last summer Mrs. Cleveland went with 
her babies to Gray Gables. Mr. Cleveland 
‘stayed in Washington to sign bills passed 
by Congress. Private citizens sent in- 


formation to Private Secretary Thurber to 
the effect that many tramps and suspicious- 
looking persons were lurking about in the 
vicinity of Buzzard’s Bay. No tramps had 
ever been seen there before. It was sug- 
gested that these individuals. might have 
something to do with the Coxey movement. 
Coxeyites had written many threatening 
letters to the White House. 

It was rumored that a plot was in process 
of incubation for kidnapping the Cleveland 
children, Ruth and Esther.

te 5 Cents for Two One-Pound Loaves 
‘Says His Trade Mas More Than 
Deubled—It Censumers Will Weigh 
the Bread They Buy Bakers Can 
Impose Upon Them. 


Delegate Henry Henning did not introduce 
Ris bread ordinance in the House of Dele- 
gates on friday night for the reason that the 
session lasted only a few minutes, the House 
adjourning without transacting any new 
business. Mr. Henning; however, expects 
to present the ordimance at the next meet- 
Ing, and he says that from the remarks made 
by members with whom he has discussed the 
measure he is encouraged to believe that it 
wili meet with practically no opposition.

ounces to a pound, and that is precisely what 


Mr. Henning’s bread ordinance intends 
doing with the St. Loyis bread bakers. 

He thinks now that ia addition to requir- 
ing that all bread shall be pure and whole- 
some and shall have the weight and baker's 
mame stampedon each loaf, his ordinance 
will require that all loaves of white bread 
shall not weigh less than 82 ounces. Thé 
bakers can then charge fora loaf as much as 
they think they can sell it for, Nr. | 
Henning contending that prices will 
reguiate themselves when once a regulation 
loafisestablished. This, however, has not 
Deen definitely settled, and it may be that 
his ordinance wiil only providethat all bread 
ball be sold by avolrdusols weight, a une- 
pound loaf weighing not less than sixteen 
ounces, a two-pound loaf not less than 
thirty-two ounces, eic. This will make 
loaves ofa standard size and weight and 

revent cheating. It willalso tend to regu- 

te prices, for the baker who sells his bread 
the cheapest without reducing the quality 
will naturally command the biggest trade.

A SPLIT IN THE RANKS. 


Beth the Cleakmakers and the Manu- 
facturers Fall Out im New Terk. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—There was a split 
in the ranks of both the strikers and the 
manufacturers this morning, and Popkin 
& Co. is the cause of both rows. When the 
cloakmakers’ stike was first declared the 
makers’ association formed a compact that 
they wouid not yield, even if it prolonged 


the strike forever. Mr. Popkin signed the 
bond of agreement, and then, it is alleged, 
he employed men at the advance demanded 
and resumed work. The consequence was 
that he got a good deal of trade away from 
the other manufacturers whose shops were 
not open. A committee from the Manufac- 
turers’ Association called on him and asked 
why hr had not stood by his agreement. 
Since then nearly every manufacturer with 
whom he has tried to, do business has re- 
fused. One of these firms was Faulkner, 
Page & Co, and so Mr. Popkin went before 
the Grand-jury and tried to get Henry 
Page of that firm indicted for conspiring to 
ruin his business. The Grand-jury dismiss- 
ed his complaint, and now he is ing to 
bring, a civil suit for $750,000 damages 
2 the association. He says he is un- 
able to

The 
trouble among the strikers is with the men 
who went to work in Popkins’ shop, as the 
agreement was that no one should return 
to work until all the manufacturers set- 
tled at the union terms. The women 
strikers who have been doing so much in 
the whisker-pulling line contented them- 
selves this morning with swearing at the 
non-union men. At the headquarters of 
the strikers this morning it was shown 
that there was little prospect of a settle- 
ment within a week.
